Supreme. court was continued yes- 


terday afternoon. The King vs. Ty- 
son case was proceeded with. Tyson 
is charged with breaking into Mrs. 
Bone’s house and breaking and des 
troying furniture, and diso with steals 
ing & éow, cadd.e and-other articlésy’ 

The foliowing story of the case was 
brought out in Crown Proseciitor Mc- 
Donald’s examination cf Mgs. Emily 
Bone, who is a women at present of 
Rabbit Hills, but formerly of Heurys- 
ville, Quebec. Mrs. Bone has four 
children. The prisoner had threatened 
to kill her (Mrs. Bone) and had de- 
manded money from her. Frightened 
at this she had stayed at Waljter 
Scott’s ‘House on a certain Wednes- 
day night. In company with one of 
the Scott boys she went over to her 
Home the next morning and found 
Tyson there, just outside the door. He 
(Tyson) ordered her to leave, saying 
that he was boss there. Scott and the 
woman then left and Mrs. Bone eame 
in to fonsult the magistrate in 
Strathcona. He sent a Northwést 
Mouated Policeman to her house at 
Rabbit’ Hills. “Mrs. Bone accompan- 
jed the policeman, and arriving at the 
house, they found the gate and fence 
broken down, the door broken open 
and the steve and nearsy all the fur- 
niture smashed. Besides this there 
were papers and other valuables miss- 
ing: © Mrs. Bone Gecfaréd that all of 
this property belonged “to “her and 
her aione.. 

In the cross examination of Mrs. 
Bene by J. C. F, Bown, evidence was 
produced™to show,,that the prisoner 
Tyson,’ while in Quebec, had been 
granted power of ‘attorney tor Mrs. 
Bone ‘by-tierself. ~ They had quarreled 
but had ieic Quebec together and came 
as far as Medicine Hat together. Ty- 
son had goue en to Strathcona, from 
which place he wrote to Mrs. Bone at 
Red Deer. She came on to, Swrath- 
cona and the piace at Rabbit Hills was 
rented. Belore leaving Quebee the 
sum Of %650 was paid over to Mrs. 
Bone by the prisoner. 

Th: questioning of the prisoner 
Tyson by J. C. F, Bown produced evi- 
dence to show that a number of the 
articles he had taken rightfully be- 
longed to him. The prisoner ad- 
mitted smashing che furniture and 
mitted takimg the cow und saddle. He 
stated that-he had corumitted these 
acts while intoxieated, but denied 
having used threatening language to 
Mrs, Bone. He had offered to pay 
for all the loss and destruction he 
caused. This concluded the evidence. 
This morning His Worship Judge 
Seott passed sentence on the pri- 
soner, releasing him on suspended sen- 
tenee; the prisoner in the meantime 
having paid over to Mrs. Bone two 
hundred doljars as a restitution for 
the destruction he had committed. 

The next case was that of a half- 
breed by the name of Auderson, who 
appeared before His Worship Judge 
Seott for sentence. Anderson had 
stolen a watch in a hotel in Fort 
Saskatchewan and afterwards sold it. 
He was sentenced to two years in 
Stony Mountein penitentiary. 

Geo. Lepage was next summoned be- 
fore His ‘Worship for sentence. it 
will be remembered that Lepage nad 
committed assault on his uncle some 


time ago by striking him over the 
head with a gun. For this offense 
he ‘had been sentenced, to three

months im the guard room at 
Saskatchewan... ‘When he. had served 
six weeks he succeeded in breaking 
jail, «nd it was ten days before he 
was recaptured, west of Wetaskiwin.
